WHAT DARK MEN SHOULDÍ 


AVOID. 
ee 
(By A WOMAN ARTIST.) 


TAEEN as a sex, men are not 
judges of the kind of attire that suits 
them, and particularly where colour is 
concerned. They appear to regard it ag 
effeminate to consider the colour of eyes, 
the hair and the complexion, and to 
choose clothes and linen to harmonise. A 
man may be vaguely conscious of the im- 
portance of colour, but as soon as his 
vague consciousness promises to become 
more definite, he seems to “pull himself 
together,’ and to thrust the thought from 
him as being unmanly and vain. 

To a woman, one of her most important 
reasons for existence is to make the best 
of oneself. A woman is constantly con- 
sidering questions of colour, relating this 
and that shade, or combination of colours 
to complexion, to hair, to eyes, and so 
forth. The result is that she becomes 
very sensitive to colour, and the sight of 
go many men dressed without the slightest 
regard to colour harmony is distressing. 


PENALTY OF BAD CHOICE. 


Here is a perfectly true instance of it. 
An engaged girl met her fiancé, who was 
wearing a suit in which she had not seen 
him previously, and was carrying a rain- 
coat on his arm. For a time they walked 
together, and preasently she said, sweetly 
“Would you mind very much if I asked 
you to put on your raincoat? Your suit 
makes you look as if you had not shaved 
jor a week !’’ 

When the average man is choosing the 
cloth for a new suit he usually insists that 
it must be unobtrusive, and that it shall 
riot “show the dirt,’ ‘but, beyond that, 
his eye for colour appears to be completely 
blind. He may even go so far as to con- 
sider the choosing of a cloth which suits 
his own particular type of colouring 
berders on the effeminate. He does not 
realise that an ordinary, well-dressed man 
seems to “merge ” into his clothes so that 
he and they are just variations of one 
colour. In this way he is far more un- 
obtrusive to the casual eye than is the 
man who just hangs any clothes around 
him—clothes of such an unbecoming 
colour that they seem to belong to some- 
body else. 

The dark man. is usually. the easier to 
dress. There is a whole range of browns 
from which he may choose, while the fair 
man has fewer colours which are essenti- 
ally his. 


FOR FAIR AND DARK. 
Dark 


men may be divided into two 
classes. There is the man with the sallow 
skin and medium brown eyes. He should 
choose a brown, with a little yellow in it— 
the yellow is, however, purely comparative 
as distinct from “heather mixture ” 
browns, which have a purple or mauve 
tone. 

These “mauve ’’ browns should be worn 
by the fair-skinned men, with dark eyes 
and hair. They should not, however, be 
too dark in colour. Men of both these 
types should avoid the very dark |-rowns, 


Except for formal wear, white ccllars 
and shirts, too, should be avoided when- 
possible, and linen of a colour which 
tones with the suit should be substituted, 
with ties of a darker shade. Grey is too 
“cold ” a colour for this type of man, 
and a navy blue suit or a light blue collar 
make him look pcsitively unwashed. So 
many dark men seem to choose navy blue 
suits nowadays. It is a great mistake. 


WHEN BLUE IS RIGHT. 


Navy blue is the colour that belongs to 
the fair man—or, rather, to the grey-eyed 
or blue-eyed man, whether his hair be 
light or dark, provided that his skin is 
fair. He should be careful, however, not 
to choose a blue that has a yurplish 
tinge. Grey is also useful, and, of course, 
there is nobody who can wear the con- 
ventional black-and-white so successfully 
as the really fair man. Blue linen may 
also be safely chosen, for the day time. 

Of course, the fair man cannot exclude 
browns altogether from his wardrobe, but 
he should be careful to select only the 
coldest of the shades—those, in fact, with 
a greyish or bluish tinge. The “ bronzed 
blond ’’—that is, the man with blue eyes, 
fair hair and a brown skin—should wear 
the “ yellow-brown ” range of colours. 
The colour of the skin is all-important ; 
next, the colour of the eyes. The colour 
of the hair does not matter quite so much.

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Mary Cole’ was found guilty at the 
Central Criminal Court, Dublin, yester- 
day, of the murder of Philomena Flynn, 
aged one year and ten months, and 
Maureen Flynn, her sister, aged six years 
and ten (months, and was sentenced by 
Air, Justice O’ Byrne to be detained during 
ihe pleasure of the Governor-General. 

fhe four-day trial at the Central 
(r:minal Court concluded yesterday even- 
ing. Throughout the day the court itself, 
as well as the passages and staircases, 
is packed with people interested in this 
remarkable case, and in the street 
hundreds ‘remained out of curiosity all 
lay in the rain. It must be a quarter of 
a century since so much general public 
interest was shown in a murder trial in 
Dublin. 

The accused, who was fifteen vears of 
age on the day of her arrest in November 
last, was employed as a maid-of-all-work 
hy Mr. and Mrs. Michael Flynn, school- 
teachers at Camross, Rathdowney. The 
case for the prosecution was that she 
drowned the children in revenge for the 

umiliation put upon her when Mrs. 
lynn brought the priest to inquire about 
er freedom of conduct with some boys in 
the locality. In physical appearance, as 
well as in intellectual] development, the 
“irl was far in advance of her actual 
years.

SPEECH FOR THE DEFENCE. 

Mr. Walsh, counsel for the defence, opened 
vic address to the jury at 11.35. He said 
‘hat. before he directed the attention of the 

-~y to the evidence that had been adduced 
in that great trial during the last three days, 
he wished to cail their attention to a most 
portant and, he might say, almost 
ai uvitous matter Im connection with that 
case. Mr, Carrigan, the Senior State Prose- 
cutor, stood up there, and, with all the 
actuteness that marked him as a great advo- 
cate, held up to them a picture of a terribly 
dramatic and sensational double murder. 
That was en exaggerated picture. Mr. 
Carrigan had told them that they must blot 
out of their minds their knowledge of juvemile 
crime. “ He would, if he could, denude you 
of your common-sense,” remarked counsel. 
Mr. Carrigan had painted for them a picture 
of a sorrowing mother. |. Well,” said 
counsel, “while my sympathies go m. to 
everv father and mother who Jose their 
hildren in any circumstances, and especially 
n these rticular circumstances, where two 
little wit og were brought in dead from cm 
river, very little of my sympathy goes bs 
to Mrs. Flynn.” Mr. Carrigan, in or er 

, attract their sympathy from the very 
start, told them how the sorrowing mother 
took her other children and left the aomge 
her grief for a ie a push son 
oor people like the Flynns 
grá but what are the real facts’” . Sn. 
Flynn and her husband were in receipt © 
£550 a year between them as national 
teachers. _ They had, in addition, a farm 
of thirty acres and stock, ~ They also bas 
motor car. “These are the powr peopie, 
according to Mr. Carrigan, 
counsel, “who can afford only one servant— 
Mary Cole, who was the absolute slave in 
this household.’’ 

Going through the evidence analytically, 
counsel drew attention to the remarkable 
discrepancies which marked the evidence of 
the witnesses for the State, especially with 
regard to the question of the red coat and 
the times at which it was sought to prove 
that Mary Cole was seen in the field, either 
alone or with one of the children. Mr. 
Carrigan would have them believe that the 
trip to Tramore was brought about as 
result of the feelings of a sorrowing mother. 
But it turned out that this visit to Tramore 
had been arranged long before the drowing 
of the children. As to the likelihood of 
a child passing to the river close by the 
stump of the tree that had been referred to 
so much, they all knew that there was 
nothing unlikely or improbable in it 
sarar! in the case of children accustomed 
from day to day to play in the fields and 
not always ied. 

KATE MU Y'S EVIDENCE. 

He asked them to discount the evidence 

of the girl, Kate Murray, who said that 
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from the kitchen she saw the accused 
at the window at the time that Maureen 
was missing. his evidence, like so much 
of the evidence in the trial, was the outcome 
of a fantastic imagination. So far as Kate 
Murray's testimony was concerned, it could 
not weigh against the accused, and in the 
tase of John Tynan, which had been relied 
on, he contended that the jury would have 
perceived that the most that he could say 
was that he saw Mary Cole and Maureen 
at really different times, and that when 
he saw Mary Cole the child had 
already disappeared. Dealing with the 
evidence of Michael Flynn, the father. it 
would have been noted that he said that 
the bank of the river had been eaten awav 
by the tlow of the water, and that was a 
most important thing to remember. It 
showed that the old Ordnance Survey map 
could not be relied upon as a faithful indica- 
tion of the conditions which prevailed at the 
time of these events, 

It was up to the State to prove their case 
up to the hilt, and that they had certainly 
not done. Counse! said that he took upon 
himself the responsibility of putting his 
client in the box, and of giving the jury the 
advantage of her own statement. Upon her 
evidence he confidently relied as establishing 
a complete and impressive answer to the 
circumstances as put forward by the State. 
That young girl was subjected to a long, a 
trying and searching cross-examination by 

r. Carrigan, and certainly he did not 
“catch her out.” Nó; she answered fully, 
candidly and unhesitatingly every query put 
to her. There was not a scintilla of differ- 
ence in the story told by her all along from 
the inquest to her appearance in the witness 
chair of that Court. From six o'clock to ten 
on one night and from six to midnight on 
another she was examined and cross- 
examined by the Superintendent of Police, 
and that at a time when she never antici- 
pated that she would be arrested. It stag- 
ered Mr. Carrigan that she never varied in 

er statements. She could not vary, because 
she was telling the simple truth. In the 
witness chair she did not accuse anyone of 
making up a case against her. She simply 
said that they were making a mistake. 


FANTASTIC STORIES. 

Tt: was plain tha. Hennessy, who often 
went to Phelan’s, was mistaken as to the 
day that he saw Mary Cole and the child 
with the red coat in the field. He would 
not insult the intelligence of the jury by 
going into the fantastic stories about fairies 
and ghosts introduced by the prosecution. 
Even if Mary Cole said anything of the kind, 
what more could it be than childish gossip? 
The jury had it put to them by Mr. Car- 
rigan that that fifteen-year-old girl had a 
monster mind. That was the only explana- 
tion that he could give for her telling the 
simple truth as she knew it. They, them- 
selves, must have come to the opinion, after 
seeing her and hearing her, that, if any one 
of the witnesses in the case gave his or her 
evidence more straightforwardly than an- 
other, that one was the accu That girl 
of fifteen, whose whole 1uture was 1n their 
hands, did not yet fully realise the 
effect of an adverse verdict. _ Sorrow had 
come into the home of Mr. and Mrs. Flynn, 
when their children were taken from them, 
but the parting of a mother with her convict 
daughter; her first-born child, was a greater 
sorrow. In death there was no dishonour. 
Before the jury came to the conclusion to 
part this mother and daughter “in the dis- 

ace of a convct, they must be satisfied 
Cand ea or nay that the State had estab- 
lished their case.

REPLY FOR THE STATE. 

Mr. Carrigan, replying for the» prosecu- 
tion, said that were he in Mr, Walsh's place 
he would have difficulty in addressing the 
‘ury with such adroitness and such brevity, 
eaving them to understand at the conclusion 
of his very dexterous address that there was 
not much to be said about this case more 
than he had suggested rather than said to 
them. e (Mr. Carrigan) did not claim to 
deserve either the compliments or—in this 
particular case—the animadversions of coun- 
sel for the defence. His duty was simply to 
lay the facts before them, and it concerned 
him just as much and just as little as any 
member of the public what the jury’s verdict 
might be, if it was a verdict arrived at in 
accordance with the evidence. He thought 
that the jury must come to the conclusion 
that murder had been done. Somebody had 
committed murder. If they came to that 
conclusion, then he thought the way was 
clear for them to follow, to find that the per- 
son who committed the double murder was in 
the dock. 
Referring to the drowning of Philomena, 
counsel said that here was a little toddler, 
who must have escaped observation, left 
the prisoner, who as in charge of her, tra- 
velled along the road unnoticed, clambered 
over a fence, gone through a field, over rough 
ground and Fallen into the river. He sug- 
ested strongly that that child could not 
cams drowned itself, but must have been wil- 
fully drowned. The second child, who had 
reached the use of reason, was found in a 
lace to which she could have gone herself, 
but drowned in eight inches of water. 


QUESTION OF MOTIVE. 

Who was the somebody who could have 4 
motive in destroying these children? They 
had heard of “Jack the Ripper,” who, for 
the lust of murder, took the lives of innocents. 
But they had there a body of evidence, in- 
cluding the girl’s own evidence, that she had 
a grievance, a bitter rankling, against Mrs. 
Flynn, who ex her relations with these 
boys and called in the parish priest. ‘* This 
phenomenal juvenile criminal, untaught and 
without experience,’ proceed counsel, 
“presents to you the case of a girl who looks 
a woman in appearance and has a mind more 
powerful and more agile an imagination than 
any of you could come across in the experience 
of a lifetime.”’ Yesterday they heard her state 


that it was Mrs. Flynn’s duty to speak to t 
priest about her conduct. One would think 
that it was a headmistress in an advanced 
school or the head of a community of sisters, 
with education, training and experience of 
life, who sat in the witness chair yesterday. 
Every witness in the case must, according 
to the defence, have either told untruths or 
grossly exaggerated. But not a witness was 
roduced on behalf of the accused to support 
own account of her movements, On her 
own confession, she succeeded, in presence of 
her master, mistress and parish priest, in 
denying the charges made against her. The 
jury would have noticed that she gave her 
evidence with a cleverness and coolness that 
was phenomenal and unnatural. One who 
with little or no education, without having 
ever, perhaps, seen a cinema show, faced a 
lengthened ; cross-examination with almost 
miraculous equanimity. They were dealing 
with a  portentous case of juvenile 
monstrosity; for, if they held that drowning 
had been done, then there was no one 
who could be charged with it byt 
the gi in 2s, San gs she us 
it with supernatural cleverness and ingenuity. 
Bverybode concerned Now the case had been 
deceived by this extraordinary gir 
to her stalemeass made and signed by her, 
or epujd only be described as most extra- 
inary intellectual achievements, by which 
after an interval she repeated her versions 
with no variation, save one, and that of little 
or no importance. She showed a super- 
human power that, without knowledge or 
experience, displayed an ability such as would 
expected from one with a college or 
university education and of masterful 
ity.

was, however, one phrase in Mr, Carrig 
address to which he took exception. 
referred to the accused as the “youthful 
criminal,”’ and that was a phtase that was 
Misused and misapplied. In the eyes of the 
law the girl in the dock was,innocent unless 
and unti , as jurymen, were satisfied by 
the evidence that she was guilty. His lord- 
ship emphasised strongly the duty of tho 
jury to give to the accused the benefit of 
any reasonable doubt in their minds. He 
explained at length the meaning the law 
attached to the expression “ reasonable 
doubt ” when applied in crimina) cases. 

There were four dates to be remembered in 
ne case—the 30th June, the 15th July, the 

th July and the 22nd August. The first 
of those dates was connected with the un- 
pleasant incident that arose when it was 
reported to Mrs. Flynn that the. accused girl 
had been out at night with some béys. On 
the 30th June the parish priest came to 
Fiynn’s house and brought with him some 
boys from the neighbourhood. The 
accused denied the charge strenuously, 
and it was arranged to bring yet 
another boy there on the followin 
night. When all the people were assemble 
that night Mrs. Flynn went into the kitchen 
to Mary Cole and implored her to confess, so 
as to avoid the necessity for an inquiry in 
the presence of all the men. She there and 
then admitted that she had been out with a 
boy on a particular night. The only way in 
which that incident was evidence was in as 
far as it might satisfy the jury as to the 
state of the mind of Mary Cole and her atti- 
tude towards the Flynn family and towards 
Mrs. Flynn particularly. hat was the 
state of Mary Cole’s mind after this incident’? 
It was quite possible that they would come 
to the conclusion that in connection with this 
incident Mrs, Flynn was not as kind or as 
sympathetic as she might have been towards 
this girl. Such a view seemed a reasonable 
one. But that could only be considered by 
the jury in so far as it informed their minds 
of the condition of Mary Cole’s mind imme- 
diately after the incident and prior to the 
drowning of these two children. 


AN IMPORTANT ELEMENT. 
Mary Cole’s mental attitude towards the 
Flynns in the middle of July was an im- 
portant element in the case. Kate Tobin had 
said that the accused in conversation with 
her said: “ If Mrs, Flynn brought the priest 
on me twice, she had two inquests in the 
house since” If the jury accepted that 
evidence, then what vpimon would they form 
as to the mental condition of Mary Cole? 
Here they had a fifteen years old girl who 
had been nursing and feeding the Flynn 
children—of whom she had said she was very 
fond—for about a year. In these circum- 
stances one would expect that she would 
have been so shocked by this double occur- 
rence as, at any rate, to have the greatest 
sympathy and sorrow for the Flynn family. 
hat was what they would expect from any 
normal being, especially from a girl of 15, 
who had been so closely associated with these 
children. ‘‘It is a shock to reasonable 
human beings,” added his lordship, “ that 
such an extraordinary expression should have 
been made, if you are satisfied that the 
accused made it.” Now, if they believed the 
story of Kate Murray that during the month 
of August the accused trequently complained 
of the action of Mrs. Flynn in calling in the 
priest on her, then they would probably be 
satisfied, not only prior to the drowning 
of Philomena, but even after that, that the 
accused had been nursing ill-will against Mrs. 
Flynn and had a grudge against her. 
is Lordship pointed out the differences 
between the accounts of the finding of 
Philomena in the field on the 15th July given 
by the accused and by Thomas Brophy. 
Coming to the actual finding of that child’s 
body on the 27th July, he drew attention to 
Brophy’s evidence as to what the accused 
had said when he met her at the river. If 
his evidence was right, it was very significant 
that she should say first thing: “ I am afraid 
she is drowned.” One of the most important 
witnesses in that branch of the case was John 
Hennessy, who stated that on the morning of 
the 27th July he saw Mary Cole in the field 
along with a little child wearing a red coat. 
From all the evidence there could be no 
doubt but that the evening that he, as well 
as the witness Mary Bastic referred to, was 
the evening of the 27th July. It was fixed 
wing by the evidence of the accused her- 
self. 


THE SEARCH FOR THE COW. 
Referring (6 her evidence detailing her 
movements on the evening of July 27th, and 
her search for the cow, his lordship said that 
her evidence as to where she found the cow 
was absolutely inconsistent with that of 
Hennessy and Mary Bastic, both of whom 
said that they saw her in a certain field with 
the cow, and one of whom said that a little 
child was with her in the field. His lord- 
ship, referring to the medical evidence in 
the case of Maureen, said that 
McCarthy found a bruise on the forehead a 
little larger than a shilling, which he said 
was due to external violence and inflicted 
during life. 

Concluding his suemng-UP, his lordship 
said that it was a matter of some consola- 
tion in that case that, whatever might be 
the jury’s verdict, the accused, on account 
of her age, was not subject to the sentence 
of death. But they must not give undue 
weight to that, either in favour of or against 
the prisoner. They had to try questions of 
fact to the best of their ability, irrespective 
of the consequences of their verdict to the 
accused or anybody else. They would deal 
with the two cases separately, but in both 
cases they would have to consider: Were the 
drownings accidental? If not, were they 
caused by the accused? 

His lordship’s summing-up lasted exactly 

o hours, 

When they had retired Mr. Walsh re- 
quested Mr. Justice O'Byrne to tell the jury, 
as a matter of law, that, before they could 
convict on circumstantial evidence, not only 
must the circumstances be consistent with 
the guilt of the prisoner, but there must be 
at least one circumstance inconsistent with 
any other conclusion. ts 

His Later do not think it is neces- 
ary to recall the jury. 
: His lordship then ealled Mrs, Flynn be- 
fore him and said to her:—‘‘ An incident of 
a very unpleasant nature has been mentioned 
to me. It appears that during the luncheon 
interval you met counsel for the defence 
outside this Court and made an observation 
to him which he reported to me. I have 
taken into account the very natural strain 
under which you must be labouring, and on 
account of that I pass over the incident. 
Were it not for that, I would have taken a 
very drastic course.” 


THE VERDICT. ! 

Atter an absence of forty minutes the jury 
returned to Court with a verdiet of guilty 
on both counts. The girl in the dock, who 
had been carefull watching the jurymen as 
they filed into their places, displayed not 
the slightest sign of emotion when the 
result of their deliberations was announced. 

His lordship, addressing her, said :— 
“ Mary Cole, you have been convicted, after 
a long and careful trial, of the murder of 
two little children, one of them under two 
years and the other under seven. The murder 
of children of that age is, under any circum- 
stances, so utterly abhorrent to every natural 
instinct that it is difficult to imagine how such 
a crime could be committed. But it is all the 
more abhorrent when, as in this case, the 
children who were murdered were children 
to whom, for a period of in or about a year, 
you had been attending day after day, seeing 
after their wants, nursing them, feeding them 
and caring them. 

“If you had been a few months older, those 
crimes. would have entailed a sentence of 
death. By reason of your age the law has 
mercifully enacted that you will not suffer 
such a sentence, and I now pronounce the 
sentence which the law prescribes for such 
offence—that is, that you be detained, during 
the pleasure of His Excellency the Governor- 
General.” 

The prisoner turned round sharply to the 
place close by where her mother was in tears, 
and then left the dock without showing any 
sign of feeling. 


LEAVE TO APPEAL REFUSED. . 

Mr. Walsh asked the Judge for leave to 
i against the verdict.

Mr. Walsh—On the grounds, first, that your

The campaign on behalf of Mr. . Vincent 
Rice, K.C., Cumann na nGaedheal candidate 
for North Dublin, was opened last night with 
a meeting in the Rotunda, There was a 
large attendance. 

Mr. M. P. Rowan, who presided, said that 
the object of the meeting was to fitroduce 
the candidate, Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., who 
had been accepted as the Government’ can- 
didate at the election, which would be: held 
on April 3rd, North Dublin City was one 
of the most important constituencies in the 
whole country, and they placed particular 
stress on the success of their efforts in this 

rticular constituency. The success of Mr. 
Rice at the poll would be a mark of political 
stability which would have far-reaching 


effects. 
MR. RICHARD MULCAHY. 

Mr. Richard Mulcahy (Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health), who was re- 
ceived with cheers, said that the Chairman 
had referred to the importance of the con- 
stituency of North Dublin. Anyone who 
watched the progress of the constituencies in 
Dublin kenew that North Dublin was head 
and shoulders over all the other constituen- 
cies. It had never been behindhand. He 
congratulated Mr. Rice on being asked to be 
their representative, and he congratulated 
North Dublin on putting up such a candi- 
date as Mr. Rice, who st there as a sign 
of the national consolidation which Cumann 
ne nGaedheal had brought about in this 
country, Mr. Rice was a good worker. In 
connection with a very dangerous situation 
created last August, when, by a piece of poli- 
tical treachery, an effort was made to hand 
over the Parliament of this country to an 
Executive that the people of this 
country never intended to have 
trol in this country, they 
heard a lot about Jinks and others, 
the man who saved the situation in 
August and September was Mr. Vincent Rice. 
(Cheers.) It was due to his efforts that the 
government oí the conntry was not handed 
over to a co-operative society of Labour, 
Redmondites and Fianna Fail. The supse- 
quent election showed that the country did 
not want that, as Labour was reduced from 
22 to 12 and the National League from six 
to two. 

FIANNA FAIL IN THE DAIL. 

The Minister paid a tribute to the work 
that had been done by Mr. Rice as Chairman 
of the Committee on Unemployment, and said 
that as the result of the work of the Com- 
mittee the Government could go ahead with a 
complete and continuous programme and 
solve the housing problem, which would pro- 
vide employment and supply houses to the 
people. 

THE CANDIDATE. 

Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., the candidate, who 
got a great reception, said that when they 
looked around them they would see that the 
Jovernment had built the country on broad 
and sure foundations. What was the record 
of the other party in the Dail? Futility. 
What had they done to help the plain ple 
of this country ? Nothing. He had followed 
their record in the Dail, and he said that 
not only had they shown that they were not 
fii to govern a country, but that they were 
not fit to govern a parish. (Cheers,) They 
said that the country was not free. Was 
there anyone who could honestly say that 
there was any restriction on him? They 
could pass any law they liked. (Cheers.) 

The only -party who did not give any 
assistance tó the Unemployment Committee 
was the Fianna Fail Party. Since 1922 the 
Government had built over 2,000 bouses in 
Dublin for the workers. (Applause.) And 
if they wanted to see the people employed and 
more houses built they would at this election 
send back another supporter of the Govern- 
ment. In the interests of security and 
stability in the country it was necessary that 
the Government candidate should be returned. 
(Applause. ) 

THE MINISTER FOR FINANCE. 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, who was 
cordially received, emphasised the importance 
of that by-election. The loss of that seat 
would, he said. seriously affect the. present 
situation. If, for instance, they lost a mem- 
her through sickness, the Government might 
not be able to carry on. If that happened 
there was no effective Government to re- 
place them, and the country needed the 
utmost. efficiency in the Executive of the 
Legislature. Not only would this be an 
additional vote if they won this seat, but 
in Mr. Rice they would have a member who 
would give them valuable help in debate, and 
in the solving of the problems of the country. 
Unlike other parties, Fianna Fail did not 
offer any constructive criticism on the pro- 
posals made by the Government. Fianna 
Fail were more interested in the past events, 
much more so than the Government were in- 
terested, because the Government had a good 
conscience in regard to those events. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Fianna Fail think so much about the past 
that they are not able to’give any thonght 
to the future, or to what the country needed. 
They spoke about reduction in the estimates. 
and urged a reduction of the Army. As a 
matter of fact, the Government had been 
for some time considering a scheme to re- 
organise the Army on territorial lines, but 
they could not do this thing in too big a 
They had people going round keeping 
alive a military organisation which could have 
no other purpose except to override the opinions 
and wishes of the ordinary citizens by mili- 
tary force. (Applause.) They sought to 
reduce the police, but the Government were 
not going to place them in the position that 
such reductions would create. Whether it be 
a military organisation, a Communist organ- 
isation or any other organisation, it would 
not prevent the people from deciding the 
future destinies of the country in the ordi- 
nary democratic way. Fianna Fail were 
deriding the State institutions and the State 
itself: they were not in the humour to work 
for these institutions. 

EFFECT OF POLITICAL TURMOIL. 

If there would be danger of political 
turmoil, no money would be invested in the 
country, even though they had every kind 
of protection. If there was an indication that 
the people who wanted to make war on Eng- 
land and the Six Counties were going to 
come into power that would increase the 
already unsatisfactory economic condition of 
the country. (Applause.) Reductions in 
the police force would enable crime to go 
undetected, and would stop economic pro- 
noe If that constituency returned Mr. 

incent Rice it would not only mean an 
extra vote, but it would teach Fianna Fail 
that if they wanted to make progress they 
would have to do better than they had been 
doing in the Dail up to the present—(ap- 
plause)—it would teach them that they woala 
make no progress by asking who started 
the civil war, or by threatening when 
they came into power they would punish 
the murderers of Timothy Coughlan, and it 
would teach them how to set about doing 
the people’s business.

CERTIFICATE OF DAMAGES. 


(BEFORE MR. RTE MEREDITH.)

(ima K.C., with whom were Mr. 
Fitzgerald, K.C. H Mr. ge K.C., and 
Mr. Tobias (instructed r, H. JJ. W. 
Downey), for the defendants, applied to vary 
the Examiner's certificate as to damages. 
The amount awarded was £1,409, which, 
counsel contended, was too much. 
_ In the original action, begun in 1924, the 
Irish National Assurance Company, Limited, 
were plaintiffs, and George W. Rudd, Frank 
V. Plewman, and William McCarthy, trustees 
of the City of Dublin Assurance Collecting 
Society; the City of Dublin Assurance Col- 
lecting Society, Michael Griffin and John 
Doyle, were defendants, The plaintiffs sought 
an injunction restraining the defendants, 
their agents and servants from wrongfully 
interfering with the business of the plaintiff 
company, and from inducing, or otherwise 
influencing, the policy-holders of the plaintiff 
company to transfer their policies to the de- 
fendants, the City of Dublin Assurance Col- 
lecting Society, or to surrendér their policies 
and discontinue their business with the plain- 
tiff company and to take out new policies 
in the defendant society in lieu thereof. 
Plaintiffs also sought an inquiry as to the 
damages suffered by them. 

The defence was a general traverse of the 

allegations contained in the statement of 
claim. 
_ The action was at hearing for eleven days 
in November, 1926 Mr. Justice Meredith, 
before whom it was tried, found that the 
City of Dublin Assurance Collecting Society 
was liable for the wrongful acts of the agents, 
Griffin and Doyle, and he directed that 
accounts be taken by the Examiner.

WEXFORD. 


ACTIVITY OF THE DEPART- 
MENT’S INSPECTORS. 
From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
WEXFORD, Friday. 
The serious position in regard to foot- 
and-mouth disease in Co, Wexford has 
been rendered more menacing by the 
official announcement to-day of a third 
outbreak at Johnstown, Castlebridge, 
among the stock of a farmer whose land 
adjoins that of Begerin, where the second 
outbreak was confirmed on. Thursday by 
Captain Purdy, V.S., of the Department. 
This outbreak is officially stated to be 
at extension of that at Begerin. Both 
holdings adjoin, and between them inter- 
course -by the occupiers and their em- 

ployés is regular. . 

In this last outbreak four or five cows 
were found to be affected. In addition, 
there. were fifteen young cattle and four 
pigs on the holding. All the stock are to 
be buried to-morrow, a valuation of them 
having been made to-day by Mr. L. Cuffe, 
salesmaster, Dublin, on the instructions 
of Captain Purdy, V.5., supervising 
officer of the Department of Agriculture. 

The discovery of the disease to-day 
followed a house-to-house inspection made 
this morning by Captain O’Brien, V.5. 
The Department’s officials were occupied 
during to-day in the slaughter of the 
stock at Begerin, which comprised four 
cows, four yearling cattle, four two-year 
old cattle, three calves, and twelve pigs. 

THE SPREAD OF INFECTION. 

A theory which has been advanced for 
tle infection in the last two cases is that 
the land at Begerin and Johnstown 
adjoin the north sloblands, a vast tract 
of reclaimed grazing land to which wild 
fowl from the Continent migrate during 
the winter. :

THE PLIGHT OF TOWN TENANTS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sirn,—My . attention. has been. drawn to a 

letter by’ “‘ Pembroke District Tenant.’’ It 
appears from the letter in question that, if 
‘Pembroke Tenant’’ were a house-owner, he 
would, m June, 1929, evict his tenant and 
subdivide the hause with a view to augment- 
ing his income, and, accordingly, I would 
hke to take this opportunity of . indicating 
that the possibility of -house-owners, on the 
whole, oleitines this mode of procedure is 
very remote, indeed. If ‘‘ Pembroke Tenant. ’’ 
takes the trouble to” ascertain the facts, he 
will find that a large number of houses, 
which were decontrolled and unoccupied last 
year, were re-let and not subdivided. In 
point of fact, I am aware that of the houses 
that were decontrolled and unoccupied last 
year, at least 90 p.c. are still occupied by 
the original tenants, and, if owners have 
not resoried to subdividing houses” which 
were decontrolled last year, it is rather 
absurd to suggest that there is a likelihood 
of houses, coming under the smaller valua- 
tion, "er . subdivided when they are decon- 
trolled this year. Some houses ‘are, no 
doubt, subdivided, and in many of these: 
cases the houses were previously occupied by 
tenants who probably used two rooms and 
let the remainder as so-called “furnished 
rooms.” It is easy to visualise the position ' 
under these circumstances; yet I do not re 
member “ Pembroke Tenant’s”’ having raised 
his voice on behalf of the unfortunate sub-. 
tenants who were, undoubtedly, subjects ot 
wholesale extortion. 

Evidently ‘‘ Pembroke Tenant’ has a very 

short and convenient memory, because in pre- 

war days, lodging-houses, frequently over- 
erowded, were found all over Dublin, with 
just the-usual Whe ing RE sanitary arrange-| 
ments. Apparently he thinks this order cf 
things preferable to, say, three flats in a 
house, babited by three distinct and respon- | 
sible tenants. Owners, as niuch to their own 
advantage as to the comfort of the tenant. 
invariably instal adéquate” water supplies, 
when subdividing houses, by making special 
plumbing provisions, and that with only the 
ordinary 4’ lead main. . . . Finally, it 
should be pointed out that letters like that 
of “Pembroke Tenant’ are not written with 
the intention of serving any useful purpose.

Brrgr-Roor Sucar.—The experiment of 
manufacturing sugar from beet-root in Ireland 
has, it appears, removed all doubt of its 
ultimate success. The works are being carried 
on by a company called the Trish Beet Sugar 
Company, with a royal charter, and a sub- 
scribed capital of 0002. in 20/. shares, 
with power of increase to-halí a million. 
Their. establishments at present are limited 
to the localities of Mountmellick and Donough- 
more, in the Queen’s County, and these are 
adapted. to the consumption’ of 50 tons of 
roots per day. The total of sugar manv- 
factured and sold thus far has been about 
80 tons, while the prices realised have been 
between 312. and For. exclusive of duty, 
leaving, it is said, a large- profit. At Mount- 
mellick the number of persons employed is 
230, of all ages, and the company announce 
that .they intend to erect two new factories 
next year, which will require the produce of 
1,000 acres, or 20,000 tons of rodfs each. At 
the-same* time, they caleulate upon an in- 
crease of = fromi the sale of the pulp and 
residue of the juice,.as soon as.the farmers 
can be induced. té employ them-as food for 
cattle and as manure.

By 82 votes against 46 yesterday’ Dail

CENTRAL FUND BILL. 


MAJORITY OF 36. 


The Dail yesterday gave a second reading 
to the Central Fund Bill. 

Dr. JAMES RYAN (F.F., Wexford), rc- 
suming the debate which opened on Thurs- 
day, said that if the Free State was to be 
ut on an equal footing with its competitors 
it would agas to cut, taxation by haif. 
They might be told that substantial redne- 
tions were impossible, but they had the five 
millions that they. were sending yearly to 
Britain, and that could be stopped.

We are not going to be deterred by any 
threats or by any gangs or any pretence of 
any kind,” 

PACT OF 1922. 

Mr. F. AIKEN (Fianna Fail, Louth) said 
that the Minister had started off by saying 
that there could be unity only on the basis 
that the law made by the people should be 
obeyed.

ILLEGAL ORGANISATIONS. 

Continuing, he said that they could not 
have amnesty after amnesty because 
the 1924 amnesty did not end crimes 
of violence, and did not end what 
vas more dangerous still to the ve re 
and public peace—the maintenance and build- 
ing up of an illegal military organisation. 
Without saying anything about the motives 
of the people who were trying to help active 
military organisation in the country, he wou 
say that they and their work constituted the 
greatest possible menace to the public peace. 
If such an organisation were allowed to go op 
drilling and ‘collecting arms, then, perhaps, 
what seemed veiled threats would become 
open threats. i 

'The members of the Government, conceived 
it their duty to let the people of the country 
decide what they wanted done through the 
ballot-boxes, to return representatives who 
would pursue the policy the people wanted, 
and to let those representatives elect the 
Government. There could be no justification 
for the maintenance or organisation of any 
illegal, secret or semi-seeret military organ’- 
sation here. For any Government to fail to 
take the steps it could take to prevent that 
organisation growing and flourishing would 
be a betrayal of the ordinary people, and 
would lead to the negation of democracy in 
the Free State. 

Mr. G. BOLAND—Does that apply to all 
those secret societies, including such as the 
British Fascisti, or is it applied only to 
national organisations?

LAW MUST TAKE ITS COURSE. 

If, said Mr. Blythe, they could be assured 
that by releasing the men who had been con- 
cerned in carrying on that organisation they 
would stop it, a very strong case would be 
made for a generous gesture, but he thought 
the whole thing rather indicated the opposite, 
and that these men when released would be- 
come more active. The Government’s view 
was that the law should be allowed to take 
its course. 

Attacks on the Government were attacks 
on the ordinary people, and if they wanted 
to go ahead there must be some definite 
recognition of the principle of maj a 
If any of the prisoners had on ag nged 
their minds, they ought to hear it, and the 
matter could then be discussed in a calm 
way. What they wanted to get at was—How 
would the release of the prisoners add to the 
peace of the country? ould their release 
cause them to abandon any preparation for 
attacks on the State’? If they could find out 
that much—— 

Mr. BOLAND—Very possibly, It could be 
tried, anyway. & 

Mr. BLYTHE said that that might be véry 
satisfactory immediately after the civil war. 
Centinuing, he aeid that the pro way 
dealing with the matter. w worst pos- 
sible: machinery they sould devise, for the 
Committee would be bound to wrangle, as 
they did in the Dail. There was a great deal 
to be said for the Government looking into 
the whole matter again, just as they looked 
into it after the civil war. 

The tendency of the speeches and argu- 
ments from the opposite nches was, how- 
ever, to harden them, and to indicate that 
the intention was simply to get men out 
of prison. Deputy Lemass made the worst 
speech, and it would have no effect on the 
Government, The deputy had failed to say 
anything that would encourage those men 
to abandon their methods. His remarks 
rather tended to encourage them. 

“If we heard some definite discourage- / 
ment,’” said Mr. Blythe, “from the Fianna 
Fail Benches about the position in the future 
and about the full acceptance of the prin- 
ciple that there would be no need or excuse 
to resort to arms against the State—some 
discouragement of the continuance of any 
military organisation except the legal Arm 
—a different atmosphere would be created. 
I think we ought to hear these things from 
them before they applied for the release of 
the prisoners, 

THE DIFFICULTY. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., South Dublin) said 
that one of the difficulties in the way of that 
was the impossibility of getting the views 
of the prisoners themselves. He askéd the 
Minister if he would arrange for an inter- 
view between some member of his Party and 
the prisoners in prison. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that he did not think 
that he could do so. What he was talking 
about was the views expressed is the mem- 
bers of the Opposition. Since the members 
of Fianna Fail had taken their seats in. the 
Dail the Government had recognised. the 
altered conditions, and had shown that in 
their attitude towards dismissed Civil Ser- 
vants and the teachers who had refused 
recognition, 

Mr. BOLAND said that the reason the 
military machine was kept going was that 
the pressure and the hunt was kept on these 
people by the Government. There would 
have been peace long ago if the hunting had 
been stopped. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that there was no hunt 
on against anybody, except against people 
who were maintaining the military organisa- 
tion against the people. . If they could 
bring about a cessation of that military 
a NOAINIR none of those things would arise 
at ail, 

There were people outside who had more 
than once made demands to keep an active 
campaign going. They were the people who 
assassinated the late Minister for Justice. 

Mr. 8S. T. O’KELLY /(F.F., North 
Dublin) said that he had read in the Press— 
and he was sure the Minister had read it— 
a statement from those in authority in that 
secret military organisation disclaiming any 
responsibility for the shooting of the Minister 
for Justice. 

Mr. BLYTHE—I must say, on the informa- 
tion that the Government has been able to 
get, we could not take their word for it. 
It may be that they were not directly re- 
sponsible, or that they did not direct the 
erga of it, but on the Rí se. mg we conls 
get we cannot at denial as closing 
the matter, or oye us in any doubt that it 
was the people of the organisation, of which 
they were at the head, were responsible 


for it.
